On August 7, 2020 at approximately 0613 hours, West Valley Patrol officers received a radio call of a man with a 
knife. Upon their arrival, officers observed the suspect walking in the street, holding a kitchen knife with an 
approximate six-inch blade. Officers attempted to verbalize with the suspect; however, he ran at the officers while 
holding the knife, resulting in an OIS. 


The suspect was struck by the gunfire and taken into custody without further incident. He was transported by 
rescue ambulance to Northridge Hospital and treated for his injuries. The suspect was admitted to the hospital and 
absentee booked for Assault with a Deadly Weapon on a Police Officer. 


The knife was recovered at scene. 


No officers were injured during the incident.
